EVERY consultant at the threatened 
Whittington Hospital has publicly 
opposed proposals to close its A&E 
department, announcing that they 
have “great concerns”. 

More than 100 consultants working at the 
Highgate Hill hospital have thrown their 
weight behind a strongly worded statement 
in which they say they are committed to 
keeping a “high-quality, full 24/7 accident 
and emergency department”. 


Health chiefs at NHS London have pro¬ 
posed to downgrade the hospital as part of a 
mass reorganisation of six hospitals cover¬ 
ing Enfield, Barnet, Haringey, Islington and 
Camden. The Whittington’s A&E could be 
closed completely or downgraded to a 16- 
hour service under the proposals, which are 
still at an early stage. 

Doctor Ben Timmis, chairman of The 
Whittington Consultants Support Commit¬ 
tee, told the Advertiser why they had taken 
this step. He said: “We have more than

1,000 cumulative years of experience 
and there is 100 per cent support for 
this. We feel the interests of the local 
population would be best served having 
an A&E at The Whittington, partly 
because accessibility at the Royal Free 
and UCLH isn’t as good for patients in 
our catchment population and partly 
because we live in a very economically 
deprived area. 

“A lot of our patients are elderly or 
infirm, don’t have English as their first 
language or have to rely on public trans¬ 
port. The people we serve in Haringey 
and Islington also tend to present later 
on with more advanced diseases.” 

Dr Timmis acknowledged that bosses 
were faced with “trying to square a 
round circle” by making savings of 
about £350million in acute services in 
the North Central London sector, but 
said he and his colleagues were eager to 
help save cash without reducing front¬ 
line services. 

He said: “This isn’t a political gesture 
or any sort of statement against NHS 
London - we are not simply saying that 
this is the managers’ problem. We sim¬ 
ply feel the future provision of health¬ 
care should primarily be directed by 
those at local level - the people who are 
going to be delivering that care.” 

Dr Timmis warned planners to take 
account of the 30,000 patients per year 
- about 80 people per day - who turn up

at The Whittington’s A&E needing fur¬ 
ther tests. They are not necessarily 
immediately admitted, thereby being 
added to the hospital’s statistics, but 
often need complex and time-consum¬ 
ing tests carried out in the A&E itself. 

“If The Whittington A&E goes, these 
patients will not suddenly go away - 
they are going to have to be assessed 
elsewhere,” he said. 

“Both The Royal Free and UCLH have 


STROKE patients will no longer 
be sent to The Whittington from 
today, when the hospital’s stroke 
department is due to be closed. 

The department, which cares for 
about 340 patients a year in ten 
beds, will shut following a major 
shake-up of services in London. 

Stroke patients will instead 
be taken to University College 
London Hospital near Euston. 

The Whittington will continue 
to admit past stroke patients 
who need treatment for other 
conditions. Stroke staff were given 
the opportunity to transfer 
to UCLH or the Royal Free, which 
offers stroke aftercare, but most 
opted to be transferred to other 
Whittington departments. 

Stroke sufferers will be treated 
in eight specialist “super-centres”.

A spokesman for NHS London said 
the review was not about specific A&E 
units but about building a “better, more 
robust” healthcare system. 

He added: “All clinically viable per¬ 
mutations for the implementation of 
Healthcare for London in NCL, includ¬ 
ing retention of the Whittington A&E, 
are being considered.” 


North Mid: no 
problem with 
mortality rate 

HEALTH chiefs at North Middlesex 
University Hospital have been 
forced to defend the hospital’s 
death rates after it was named as 
having a high mortality rate. 

A leading health expert has 
warned the hospital in Edmonton 
should be investigated amid fears 
too many patients there are dying. 
It was named among 25 hospital 
trusts in England in a report last 
week penned by Professor Brian 
Jarman. The professor, of the 
Doctor Foster Unit health watchdog 
based at London’s Imperial College, 
said the figures could point to wider 
problems and has asked for the Care 
Quality Commission to investigate. 

But the North Mid’s chief 
executive rubbished the claim, 
saying everything was being done 
to take care of patients and that 
the figures used were flawed. 

Clare Panniker said: “The trust 
has no concerns about its mortality 
rate. The information for 2007/08 
was identified as inaccurate by the 
trust, was corrected and resubmitted 
in August 2008. Dr Foster has not 
changed the data and continues to 
report these inaccurate figures. 

“This year’s mortality rate is 
below the national benchmark and 
Dr Foster commended us in its 
latest 2009 Hospital Guide for our 
mortality rate.”

Baby P whistleblower vows 
to bring change to Haringey

A WHISTLEBLOWER who raised 
the alarm over child protection fail¬ 
ings at Haringey Council has 
announced she will stand for election 
for the Liberal Democrats. 

Former social worker Nevres 
Kemal, who warned that social work¬ 
ers were not following procedure just 
six months before the death of 17- 
month-old Baby Peter, will contest 
Noel Park ward in May. She was dis¬ 
missed after sending letters criticising 
the “out of control” department but 
was tragically vindicated after Baby 
Peter Connelly died at the hands of 
his mother, her boyfriend and their 
lodger at house in Tottenham in 
August 2007. Welfare professionals 
had visited the home in Penshurst 
Road 60 times before he died but 
failed to spot the danger he was in. 

Ms Kemal, 45, told the Advertiser 
the way she was treated by the troubled 
authority had pushed her to stand. 

She said: “I was very angry at the 
appalling state of children’s services 
in Haringey and the way I was treated 
when I was trying to do something 
about very serious failures. It took 
[education secretary] Ed Balls to come 
in, when he realised the situation was 
serious, for anything to be done. We 
should never have even got there. I 
should never have been part of the 


Baby P story. After he died, they 
found terrible failings there. But when 
I complained, everything was ‘fine’.” 

An experienced social worker, 
Haringey-born Ms Kemal was 
employed by the council in the wake 
of the death of Victoria Climbie. 

She said Lib Dem MP for Hornsey 
and Wood Green, Lynne Feather- 
stone, had also inspired her to stand 
after sticking by her through the row. 

“I was nobody at the time, just some 


social worker,” she said. “I was the 
pariah as I hadn’t been vindicated then. 
Once the story had become fish and 
chip paper, Lynne was still there for me. 

“This isn’t about me but about 
bringing change to Haringey. If you 
knock on the doors in Noel Park peo¬ 
ple say they aren’t interested in poli¬ 
tics, but then they tell you about the 
huge piles of rubbish dumped near 
their homes, the electrical wires 
poking out of the walls or the parking

- everything they say is political.” 

She said the huge press interest in 
her life since she spoke out and the 
consequent legal wranglings with the 
council - an employment tribunal 
was eventually settled out of court - 
had been tough. 

“I found it very distressing,” she 
admitted. “As a family we are still 
recovering. My daughter was nine 
when it happened and found it very 
painful that her mum would be so 
depressed. People won’t employ me in 
social services because I’m seen as a 
potential grass. That part of my life has 
not gone away but it has inspired me. 

“I’m Turkish Cypriot and didn’t 
speak English until I was nine. I was 
called all sorts of things and teased on 
the bus for being the ‘wrong’ colour. 
I’m not perfect, I make mistakes, but 
I feel so passionately about what 
Labour has failed to do. I didn’t know 
the bigger picture when I was saying 
children I was caring for weren’t 
being protected. 

“It was a very simple question and I 
got a hell of a complex answer.”

A PROPOSAL to remove the 
clogged Tottenham Hale gyratory 
system has taken a step forward 
after public consultation revealed 
widespread support for the plan. 

Planners at Transport for 
London have now begun detailed 
design work for an improvement 
scheme after 80 per cent of people 
supported it in a survey. Many 
said the scheme was long overdue. 

The scheme, which will take 18 
months from autumn 2012, would 
remove the existing one-way 
system, restore two-way traffic 
and make it easier to navigate for 
pedestrians and cyclists. A larger 
bus station and a new public 
square would also be created. 

Kulveer Ranger, transport 
advisor to London mayor Boris 
Johnson, described the gyratory 
as a “relic of the past” and added: 
“Going back to two-way would 
make simple common sense. It 
should greatly smooth the flow 
of traffic through the area.” 

The scheme is intended to make 
it easier for residents to access 
their homes within the one-way 
system and ease the route of buses 
passing through Tottenham Hale 
station — currently at capacity. 

However, some changes have 
been made following feedback: 
these include allowing lorries 
to continue turning left from 
Markfield Road into Broad Lane 
and increasing space earmarked 
for cycle lanes.

W HEN the recession hit and the 
construction industry col¬ 
lapsed, eastern European men 
who had come to Haringey in search of 
work instead faced destitution and a 
miserable life struggling on the streets. 

Penniless, unable to speak fluent 
English and stranded thousands of miles 
from home, the migrants were among 
the hardest hit when the industry caved 
in and job openings for labourers, plas¬ 
terers and tilers literally vanished 
overnight. It was only when outreach 
workers from an African church in 
Tottenham started to speak to these men, 
forced into sleeping rough on the streets 
of Haringey, they realised there was a 
huge opportunity to help lift them out of 
their plight. 

Now Reverend Alex Gyasi, of the 
Highway Of Holiness Church in 
Fountayne Road, has gone from cooking 
up a hot meal or two last summer to pro¬ 
viding a sympathetic ear and space for 
35 men to sleep every night - as well as 
all the tools necessary to help them find 
work and place them firmly back on the 
road to recovery. 

Reverend Gyasi said the work had 
been his “most challenging but most 
exciting” to date. 

“These two men knocked on the 
church’s door one Monday, came in and 
told me about their problems,” he told 
the Advertiser. 

“They were basically destitute with 
nowhere to sleep, no clothing and 
nowhere to have a bath or shower. We 
started by giving them something to eat, 
which was their most immediate need.

“After about a week they explained 
they were unable to go and look for a job 
because of the way they looked and 
smelled. The nearest place to get a 
shower if you’re homeless is London 
Bridge and they just didn’t have the 
means to get there. 

“So we decided to take out one of our 
toilets and turn it into a shower which 


they could use. They came out glowing - 
it really improved their self-esteem and 
confidence and made us realise the small 
things can make such a big difference.” 

As temperatures plunged. Reverend 
Gyasi realised he needed to do more, so 
offered the church as a place to bed 
down for a couple of nights a week. This 
soon became five, then six, then seven

nights a week. He said: 
“They take their showers 
here and we also have recre¬ 
ation activities in the day 
such as table tennis, pool, 
TV and we also have free 
internet access. We teach 
them English on Mondays 
too and Haringey Advisory 
Group On Alcohol come in 
on Wednesdays. 

“Although not all, a lot of 
the men have problems with 
alcohol dependency and 
huge health issues too. Some 
of them have been homeless 
for only a few months but 
others have slept rough for

the homeless: As well a beds and a shower the 
Centre provides some recreational facilities 


three or four years. We need to get them 
off alcohol and give them a chance of 
finding a job. Our feeling was that we 
needed to give a full provision of help to 
really address their problems.” 

Most of the men are Polish but others 
are from Latvia, Romania, Lithuania and 
the Czech Republic and the church also 
currently helps one woman - between 30 
to 35 people in total. 

Haringey Council recently organised a 


day for representatives from the Housing 
Service, NHS, Haringey Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau, homelessness charity 
Thames Reach and Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous to visit the church and help the 
men tap into crucial services they may 
otherwise not know about. 

Councillor Kaushika Amin, cabinet 
member for community cohesion and 
involvement, paid tribute to the church’s 
work, saying it had become an “invalu¬ 


able source of support” to 
the homeless in Tottenham. 

Lor Reverend Gyasi and 
those who have helped him 
help the men, the work has 
been a crucial reminder of 
how the most vulnerable in 
society can easily be over¬ 
looked. 

“This has been rewarding 
- more than rewarding - for 
us,” he said. 

“We have seen some 
really drastic changes and 
some changes which are 
painfully slow. But five or 
six of these men have now 
found jobs. They are work¬ 
ing during the day and sleeping here 
which will continue until they earn some 
more money. 

“There have been some truly beautiful 
transformations. You just think, wow.”

Credit union to be 
set up to protect 
vulnerable from 
loan shark traps

FAMILIES in Haringey who have struggled to 
make ends meet during the recession will soon 
be able to get financial support from a local 
credit union. 

Haringey Council will set up the “local bank 
for local people” to help residents avoid going to 
loan sharks and racking up costly credit. Offi¬ 
cials hope the credit union, increasingly used as 
alternatives to commercial banks and loan com¬ 
panies, will help people save money and sidestep 
crippling debt. 

People who are not eligible for bank loans cur¬ 
rently face borrowing through pay-day loans, 
store cards and doorstep lenders, where interest 
rates can be more than 700 per cent APR. 

The news was welcomed by Haringey Citi¬ 
zens’ Advice Bureau director Markos Chrysos¬ 
tomou. He said: “This is good news - it is a way 
of getting people away from loan sharks and 
ridiculous interest rates. 

“Based on experience elsewhere, it’s obviously 
a step in the right direction. In parts of Haringey, 
people are surviving from week to week and just 
exchanging loan for loan which means it just 
goes on and on. I’ve had to deal with a case in 
the past when someone started owing £2,000 and 
it went up to £15,000 within a couple of years - 
it can just get ridiculous.” 

Families and vulnerable people will also be 
helped to manage their finances through savings 
accounts at the union to be set up in partnership 
with Islington and City Credit Union Ltd. 

Haringey Council will invest £146,000 over 
the next three years to help get the credit union 
up and running. 

Councillor Bob Harris, cabinet member for 
resources, said: “Many people are finding it hard 
to manage in difficult times. By setting up a 
credit union we are helping them avoid the cycle 
of debt caused by unscrupulous lenders.”

No more new sites for travellers as 
mayor Boris does a U-turn on policy 


HARINGEY will no longer have to find any 
new sites for travellers and gypsies after a 
major U-turn by the Mayor of London. 

Boris Johnson had told officials at Haringey 
Council they would need to find a total of 58 
pitches suitable for travellers in the borough 
by 2017. This was later reduced to 25 and 
now City Hall has decided there is a need for 
just five new pitches in Haringey, after the 
previous targets were deemed “unrealistic”. 

Haringey Council currently provides up to 
ten pitches on two sites in Wallman Place, 
Wood Green, and Lawrence Road in 
Tottenham. Mayor Johnson’s plan to create 
58 sites in Haringey - which would have 


placed it in the top three in London along 
with Bromley and Ealing - had sparked 
concern. Candy Amsden, secretary of the 
residents’ association which covers Lawrence 
Road, said at the time travelling people in the 
area did not cause many problems but she 
warned against “ghettoising” poorer 
boroughs and of other residents feeling 


intimidated by their presence. Neighbouring 
Camden will now have five pitches, Islington 
three and Enfield four, after the revised 
targets were published last week. The number 
of gypsy pitches in London overall has been 
slashed by half. It had been proposed to 
double from 538 to 1,062 but there will now 
be 238 sites across all 33 boroughs.

THIS is a superhero movie which 
may just have broken the mould - 
visually brutal, shocking, funny and 
British. 

“How come nobody’s ever tried 
to be a superhero?”, muses geeky 
high school nobody Dave Lizewski 
at the start of the film, before he 
decides to don a green and yellow 
wetsuit to become Kick-Ass. And, 
after watching this pulsating cross 
between Superbad and The Dark 
Knight, you wonder why no one has 
made this film before. 

His first foray into crimefighting 
fails drastically, leaving him stabbed 
and run-over. But Kick-Ass (played 
with insecure panache by young 
British actor Aaron Johnson) keeps 
trying and becomes an internet 
phenomenon when his exploits are 
filmed and posted on YouTube. 

He’s soon noticed by a Mafia 
boss Frank D’Amico (Mark Strong) 
who wrongly blames him for trying 
to destroy his murky syndicate - 
work carried out with gruesome 
aplomb by crimefighting father/ 
daughter superheroes Big Daddy 
and Hit-Girl, who eventually join 
forces with Kick-Ass. 


The role of Big Daddy forced out 
of Nicolas Cage his best perfor¬ 
mance for more than a decade, but 
it’s his 11 -year-old daughter played 
by Chloe Grace Moretz, who steals 
the show. 

Hit-Girl is an acute example of 
that increasingly blurred line 
between childhood and adulthood, 
but she is also brilliant - swearing 
like a sailor (her use of the C-word 
is like a punch in the face) and dish¬ 
ing out a gory death to unfortunate 
bad guys in her way. 


The screenplay was co-written by 
Jonathan Ross’ wife Jane Goldman, 
along with the film’s director 
Matthew Vaughn. And it’s the latter’s 
efforts - produced almost entirely in 
Britain - which will undoubtedly pro¬ 
pel him into the Hollywood directo¬ 
rial big league. 

References to other superhero 
movies abound, but after Kick-Ass 
it’s hard to see how these traditional 
flicks can ever be made the same 
way again.

ALTHOUGH I say so myself, this 
really is the best bolognaise sauce 
in the world! 

The secret is long, slow cooking. 
This sauce is excellent not just on 
pasta but on mashed potatoes or 
with rice or just as a “dressing” over 
a big plate of cooked mixed fresh 
vegetables. It also makes the basis 
for a superior cottage pie or lasagne. 

Perfect Bolognaise Sauce 

(Serves 4) 

125ml/4fl oz extra virgin olive oil 
1 finely chopped, peeled carrot 
1 rib of celery, finely chopped 
1 small onion, finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, sliced into pieces 
450 g/llb lean minced beef 

2 tbsp flour 

125ml/4fl oz tomato “passata” 
125ml/4fl oz white wine (red is fine 
if you have some open) 

11/1 3/4 pt chicken stock (“Just 
Bouillon” cubes from supermarkets 
are excellent) 

Freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste (about 3-4 twists) 

1 tsp salt 



For the bouquet garni: 

1 sprig fresh rosemary, 1 sprig 
fresh thyme and 2 sprigs parsley, 
tied together with clean string. 


• Heat half the oil in a wide 
saucepan, deep frying pan or wok 
and stir-fry the chopped vegetables 
over a medium heat for ten minutes. 
Transfer vegetables to a bowl with a 
slotted spoon and set aside. 

• Add the remaining oil to the pan 
with the sliced garlic and cook until 


golden, about 30 seconds. Remove 
the garlic with a slotted spoon and 
discard. 

• Add the meat and stir to break it 
up, then stir-fry until evenly browned 
(about 10 minutes). 

• Stir in the flour and cook for two 
minutes, then add the “passata” and 
wine. Stir well then turn up the heat 
and allow to boil until almost all the 
liquid has evaporated. 

• Return the vegetables to the pan 
with the stock, salt, pepper and 
“bouquet garni”. 


• Stir well, scraping up all the bits 
from the bottom of the pan. 

• Bring the mixture to the boil, then 
turn the heat down as low as possi¬ 
ble and simmer uncovered for 1 hour. 

• Stir the sauce occasionally and 
add a few spoonfuls of stock or 
water if it seems too dry. 

• The finished sauce should not be 
too thick, but should pour from the 
spoon when done.

HARRY REDKNAPP has played down 
talk of Tottenham being certainties for 
the final Champions League spot despite 
seeing his side cruise past Portsmouth 
at White Hart Lane on Saturday in a 
dress rehersal for next weekend’s FA Cup 
semi-final. 

Goals from former Pompey players Peter 
Crouch and Niko Kranjcar 
saw Spurs go five points 
clear of fifth, although 
the gap was reduced to 
just two points following 
Manchester City’s 3-0 vic¬ 
tory over Wigan Athletic 
on Monday night. 

But Tottenham are in for 
a difficult April, a month 
which sees them take on the Premier 
League’s top three of north London rivals 
Arsenal, Chelsea and Manchester United 
in consecutive league matches, as well as 
travelling to Manchester City in May. 

And Redknapp is well aware that fourth- 
place is far from being decided, although 
his side remain the favourites. 

“It has been a good week for us,” 
Redknapp said. 

“We are on a terrific run, that is five 


league wins on the spin now, which has 
kept us right in the race for fourth spot and 
we are in good form. 

“Aston Villa now have it all do after their 
result at Chelsea [a 7-1 defeat] - which is a 
massive setback - but Liverpool have got a 
fantastic run-in and you cannot see them 
dropping many points. 

“But you never know. There are no easy 
games this time of season and everyone 
is scrapping for points for 

- all sorts of reasons.” 

Meanwhile Kranjcar beli¬ 
eves a Champions League 
campaign could transform 
Spurs into a major player 
on the European scene. 

M “The Champions League 
* is massive. Every player 
wants to play in it. It’s the 
biggest tournament around in football,” 
he said. 

“We’re definitely equipped to do well in 
the competition. You need to strengthen 
and build up your squad. 

“I believe that Spurs could attract even 
bigger players if we reached the Champ¬ 
ions League.”

Haringey boxers called up to Great 
Britain women’s 2012 Olympic squad 


TWO Haringey boxers will get the chance to 
make history after being called up into the first 
ever Great Britain women’s squad ahead of the 
2012 Olympics. 

Nineteen-year-old Ruth Raper and Nicola 
Adams, 27, who both train at Haringey Police 
Boxing Club in Tottenham, have been named in 
the provisional seven-girl squad that will compete 
at the Games in London in two years’ time. 

The 2012 Olympics will be the first Games to 
feature women’s boxing. 

The squad has been selected following an 
extensive six-month assessment of nearly 100 


women boxers across England, Scotland and 
Wales. 

All seven will receive funding and train at the 
English Institute of Sport in Sheffield under GB 
Boxing’s performance director, Rob McCracken. 

“We have conducted a long and extensive 
assessment process and I am confident we have 
identified the best individuals with the most 
medal potential,” McCracken said. 

“All seven women have done brilliantly to be 
selected from such a strong pool of talent but the 
challenge now is to improve and move on to the 
next level.” 


Defeat sees ’Boro stuck in drop zone 


HARINGEY BOROUGH remain in the 
Spartan Premier Division’s relegation zone 
after suffering a narrow 1-0 defeat at the 
hands of Broxbourne Borough on Saturday.
